Forest .fires in the Rockies, 
their effects and means of pre- 
venting them are discyssed by 
Mr, H; R, MacMillan, Assit. In- 
spector of Dominion Forest 
Reserves, in the December issue 
of the Canadian Forestry Jour- 
nal, His article gives the re- 
sult of investigations made by 
him during the season of 1906 
in the Crow's Nest district of 
Southern Alberta, more’ ageu- 
rately defined as the valley of 
the middle fork of the Old 
Man river between the Living- 
stone range and the Western 
boundary of Alberta. 

Originally thie whole region 
was heavily timbered, so the 
reports of explorers and other 
early visitors to the district 
say, with the exception of a 
small area (eighteen square 
miles in extent) situated above 
timber line, “So numerous and 
so disastrous have been the 
fires following in the wake of 
travellers, settlers and railways, 
“Mr. MacMillan writes, “that 
at present, of the original 212 
square miles of forest, only 33 
square miles remain,” More- 
over, the timber whichis easi- 
est toget at is always the firet 
destroyed, end what is left is 
situated at high levels and in 
other plages where itis hard to 
get at.
